During my earliest writing, when I sometimes worked around the clock, it was 
not uncoi.u .on for me to awaken at' ter an hour or two, with what x wanted to write 
clearly in mind, and I snj down ;.r& the typewriter and wrote, off the top of the 
head, work tbat/has survived and received some praise. Two example, if yo^liavo my 
books, 0TIL the sixth cliapter of by £rst book and the epilotfie to the second. The 
latter is both ouotional and political, political in the sense af a J Acuse. 



I have lived the kind of life that despite its ioany tensions brings 3 leep to 
me almo^Tiastimtaneously , a blesssing. I liave the contentment tliat cones from 
work tlinn cannot be faulted on fact, has stood the testing of time imd many and 
powerful enenies and, as I have been told often over two doca^ee, including almost 
dailj still, i3 worlpvhile and a public servico. I am aware or 1 magnitude of what I 
ha'*'e undertaken and the degree to wliich x have succeeded. And now 1 would be true 
to this, am miwilling to atiU abdicate the responsibility I undertook merely because 
I am old, unwell and in varying degrees always tired. 

It nay help you to understand what I’ll be saying if you bear in mind that I am 
the first ^nerrv^— of ray family bom in tlufcs country through more than a quarter 
of its life I^have lived* 



Asleep within seconds tef retiring last night I awoke at about 2 a.m., prompted . by 
the problems of a prostate concliti m that increasingly indicates that surgery for it 
may not be far in -,he future, but instead of, as usually, falling asleep within second^ 
I remained awake, abed for morn thein two hourd. After an hour I decided to take an 
old tranquilizer prescribed for other reasons long ago and I remain no wide awake. 

AI 30 in ray thinking is what a we<ik ago I was told by a localcardiovascular 
physician, not surgeon, consultation with whom was approved by bjriiiy ianily doctor 
and Washington surgeon. After an hour ho told me that he could not explain why he 
found no heart disease, tliat from my record he expected to, and he wa3 surprised. 

That, while good, is also a kind of warning. 

While from the past you nay not be willing to assume this, I hove always tried 
not to compromise others, although I have never been accused of not being outspoken. 

I will not cor^rmoise you, but I write to tell yju what was in my mind and denied rae 
sleep for she time I can remember, (i hope yoiy^are so fortunate!) 

In a short while I leave for the first of two weekly blood tests and then about ^ 
two hours of walking therapy. When I return lror.1 it I will get a little upper— body 
exercise, splitting wood sitting down, may return to it again later in the day, 
and then will begin to prepare what ci\me to mind and kept me awake most of the night# 



It is something few lawyers would dare, few could hope to survive daring, and I 
tfcirik must be done.

I lay be, just maybe, in addition to serving my minimum purposes I can get some 
fat sizzling in the fire of the political activists who have corrupted the courts 
and the entire system of government and made themselves and t^o courts nn arm ox 
regressive, callous and indifferent government that seeks to make the nation wore 
authoritarian, lAlhat I regard as trill ^ subversive.

Tlii3 nay 3hock or frighten you, as hope it does not, but I have written you 
before, for entirely differ nt purposes, reminding you of what 1 remember that I 
lived through and will never forgot, what nay well have meant more to me because I 
am a firsj— generation American bom free only because my parents dared the very, 
very di faulty to make it possible and to escape a murderous tyranny. If you are 
familiar with my work you may be able to see that it is an eifort ta defend our 
system of man’s freedom, not the whimsical pursuit of any whodunit. 



I do this in haste to inform you in confidence, to learn if there is any 
possibility of my compromising you or "in in any way, and to loam if in a few ways 
vaguely in my mind now, you muv perhaps^be of some help, for example, in providing

Ian inclined to believe tliat the while thing will be rejected out of hand, 
and if that happens I think there is a possibility that I may be able to get some 
attention to sono of the content* 

I liavtjused a phrase with Jin rather often and never been able to make much 
progress with it in his thinking, no matter how much he can look back on what l 
have done and seen how it can work. The phrase is intellectual judo, n the moo 
recent decisions and their fi rightful tuif actuality and dishonesty the appeals court 
had given me the possibilities of asserting intellectual jude, and I’ll see if that 
and K 3 K Archemedes and his leveY concept may make fiart of the seemingly impossible 
possible. Time to get my blood drawn nnd gobble breakfast and I’ll read and correct 
this later. By the way, the cardiologicst took me off one medicine and put me on 
another feared by my family doctor, and after a week there is indication of some 
-light benefit. I'm not getting dizzy as easily, can stay on my feet a little 
longer nnd can walk and handle hills a bit better. I’ve yet to make the experiment 
with stairs, but I'm hopefulft that soon they'll be less of q limitation.

It could be very 
powerful before the Congress anyone in it gets interested#

before high school. A French general, perhaps Foch at the Marne, faced what appeared 
to be certain disaster# What he decied, said and ultimately prevailed by doing is, 

"Ky loft flank is turned, ray center is retreating and my right flank is defeated. 
Cood! I attack!” lit ksffat 
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
